In effect it was an atteript by 
the two visitera to establish themselves as the Agency's coatact point for COL 
coordination on overflights, Captain Christensen inforrned the group that the 
charter of the JHC designates that office as the contact poiat which woald be 
responsibie for notifying pertinent and appropriate DOL offices of impendiag 
WUBASEK atr operations ia order to insure that the effort was properly ccoor- 
inated a0 that there would be no conflict by simultaneous operations conducted 
under the auspices of one of the tervices. In order to establish a clear 
delineation of responsibilities concerning requirements and operations, hir. 
Keber explained the mission and intentions of the COMOR. Captain Christensen 
readily agreed that there waa no conflict of intereet between the JhC and 
GMO, Colonel Reerli emphasized our desire that knowledge of KUBAA air 
activities be held to a limited and need-to~know basis within the OOF. Captain 
Christensen assured ga that stringent security measures would be eriployed. 
Colonel Beerli explained that under the present arrangement the Agency 
notifies Colonel Benson whe in tutn effecta the neceasary (Ol coerdination. 

He added that thie procecure wae working quite ercecthly. Captain Christensen 
stated that under the JR< procedures when the JFC is notified by the Agency cof
